Difficult as it 
is, his duty is clear and his decision in- 
evitable. Society must ever rank before 
the individual. Mr. Twisden, the solicitor, 
also is forced to decide that professional 
henour comes first, and that he cannot 
continue to defend a client and friend in 
whom he no lcnyger believes. He can 
hardly conceive that’ a gentleman could 
act as Captain Dancy has done—* but the 
war loosened ‘form’ all over the place. 
And some men have no moral sense. ’ He 
and the General will do what they can 
privately for Dancy, but publicly they 
cannot countenance him. There is, 
further, the problem of the Jew who has 
suffered at Dancy’s hands. He acts like a 
cad, it is true; but he it is who has 
been wronged, and he is all the time 
bitterly conscious that it is only for his 
wealth that he has been received into ms 
ranks of societ 
The small c cle in which this dates 
takes place supports its own member 
against the outsider to a man; yet slowly 
it perceives that, if De Levis has merited 
ostracism, so has Dancy. The social law is 
inexorable, “Loyalties ' is the tragedy 
of a man whose whole outlook on life was 
unbalanced by the war, and the charac- 
ters grouped round this man are at once 
types and individuals. There is no writer 
to-day who can see into the souls of men 
with such penetrating eyes as Mr. Gals- 
worthy. You can read and re-read his 
plays and learn something new every time. 
‘A Family Man, "” though not so mov- 
ing a play as “Loyalties, shows Mr. 
Galsworthy at his best not only in matters 
of dramatic technique, of whic! he is an 
acknowledged master, but also in concep- 
tion and treatment. The characters in 
this drama of domestic relationships are 
extraordinarily real and the dialogue of a 
rare naturalness, Mr. Darlington, in one 
of his articles in “Through the Fourth 
Wall,' points out the different standards 
of dialogue imposed by the moderns. To 
Wilde and his like rr Ae Fo and sharp, 
pungent sayings were an end in them- 
selves. To the modern playwright they 
are only admissable in so far as they are 
appropriate to the dramatis* persone. Mr. 
Galsworthy’s dialogue is a striking 
example of this new feature of modern 
drama. The dramatist himself never 
speaks, however great the temptation. 
Every line bears the stamp of its speaker, 
and this is as marked in reading as in 
witnessing the play. It is, perhaps, the 
highest praise to say that Mr. Gals- 
worthy’s plays are fine literature as well 
as popular drama.

THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION, 


The British Association was founded: in 
1831, and the history of its ninety years 
of labour is very fully traced in this most 
interesting volume. The author states 
that “a complete record af the work of 
the Association would occupy many 
volumes and many expert pens. This 
book aims no higher than to provide n 
summary view of its activities, with 
examples.” Within these limitations the 
work has been excellently done, and the 
first half, or less technical part of if, 
provides reading of absorbing interest. 

Like other great achievements, the As- 
sociation began on a limited scale, and 
met with an opposition that is hard to 
understand in these days. It was founded 
on the model of the ‘Deutscher Natur- 
forscher Versammlung, and thus may have 
been said to have been “made in Ger- 
many.” At first we learn that the Asso- 
ciation was regarded in some quarters— 
more particularly in Oxford and Cam- 
bridge—as an encroachment on the then 
existing educational methods; Charles 
Dickens ridiculed it as a kind of mutual 
admiration society, and the English High 
Church Party, led by the Rev, John Keble, 
opposed strongly as being anti- religious, 
regarding it “as the opposition of Science 
falsely so-called '. to the statements of 
Holy Writ. This idea has been shown to 
be false. Science and Religion in the 
true sense of thy word are not antagonis- 
tic, and some of the greatest Presidents of 
the British Association—Lord Kelvin and 
Faraday, for instance—were profoundly 
devout men, 

The part of the book that the general 
reader will best appreciate is the portion 
devoted to biographical notes on Presi- 
dents of the Association, to which the 
appendix is largely devoted. The most 
important chapters ,however, are those 
describing the researches which have been 
carried on by the Association. A copy of 
this volume ought to be in every up-to- 
date library.

CONTEMPORARY NOVELISTS. 


In his introduction Mr. Brimley John- 
son forestalls any criticism of his choice; 
but the work seems to have been compiled 
on no very definite plan, and he ap- 
proaches his subject as an amateur in 
criticism. We expected to find some sort 
of estimate of the prevailing tendencies of 
the best novelists of the day and of their 
relative importance in literature; but 
Mr. Johnson gives us only a chatty dis- 
course ón the works of eleven authors 
which seems to spring solely from his own 
personal predilections. He is not a far- 
sighted critic. He does not seem to have 
made any effort to distinguish between 
those novels which may prove to be of 
abiding merit and those whose popularity 
is confined to the year of their birth. We 
can imagine a Frenchman's reading this 
book in the hope of forming some idea of 
the tendencies of the better type of Eng- 
lish omen and turning away in confu- 
sion, thankful for the restraining influence 
exercised by the Academy of his own 
country. : Mr. Johnson's criticism is as 
valuable as that of a chance acquaintance 
who recommends a new novel which 
pleased him.

The Irish mutineers have declared war 
not merely on their own country, but on 
the world at large, Ireland holds many 
vital links in the communications of both 
hemispheres, and the irregulars have found 
vast opportunities for mischief. All the 
cable and “wireless” stations are in 


|remote places where the authority of the 


Irish Government continues to be defied. 
The irregulars began with the destruction 
of the Marconi Company’s wireless station 
at Clifden. Now, stimulated by this feat 
they have attacked the Atlantic cables. 
At this moment there is a more. wide 
spread and more embarrassing stoppage 
of cables than any which existed during 
the great war. In normal times fourteen 
cables serve the immense needs of Trans- 
atlantic communication, Ten of these end 
in Ireland and are now in the irregulars’ 
hands. The apparatus may, or may not, 
have been destroyed; but, at any rate, 
these ten cables are out of action. The 
only surviving link with America is via 
Penzance, where four lines are now re- 
quired to do the work of fourteen. The 
result is a formidable amount of confusion 
and delay. Owing to the congestion on 
the Penzance cables the Western Union 
Telegraph Company ‘has been forced to 
suspend its deferred, or cheap rate, 
services. It the stoppage is prolonged, 
many people will be thrown out of work 
in Ireland ; but their losses will represent 
a very trifling part of the total damage. 
The chief victims are the huge interests 
of American commerce and of the American 
Press. It happens that at this moment 
the American newspapers are, taking a 
special concern in European affairs. Apari 
from the situation in Ireland, they require 
full reports. of the Reparations Conference 
in London. There 1s now a delay of ten 
or twelve hours on full-rate messages ; 
and some correspondents are sending their 
despatches via Paris and South America. 
Hundreds ef important Americans— 
bankers and manufacturers—who are in 
London are being put to grave incon- 
venience. If the irregulars, having set 
the whole body of Irish opinion against 
them, desire to be. left without. a friend 
in any Continent, they are taking precisely 
the right course. We might have sup- 
posed that they would be anxious to retain 
some fragment of American sympathy. On 
the contrary, as the recent statements of 
Senator Phelan and the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Buffalo prove, the mutineers 
have killed their own cause in the United 
States. Their policy. has degenerated into 
a policy of madness or despair; and, un- 
happily, it is doing tremendous harm to 
Ireland’s reputation and material welfare. 
The Irish Government must strain every 
nerve to curtail the wicked campaign. of 
destruction. We hope that, when Parlia- 
meets at last on August 26th, 
Ministers will be able to present a long- 
suffering people with a fatt accompli.

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Ametican Strikes. 

The strike of American locomotive shop- 
men remains unsettled, and the confusion 
threatens quickly to become worse con- 
founded. At 
American. railroad unions are concerned 
in the strike; but the heads of all the 
unions, sixteen in number, which control 
the affairs of railway workers za the 
United States will meet to-day to consider 
what sympathetic action, if any, should 
be taken by them. In this case, however, 
more than sympathy can be advanced hy 
them as a reason for extending the strike. 
The companies’ rolling-stock is falling 
into a parlous condition, and it is asserted 
—though this is probably an exaggera- 
tion—that both locomotives and cars are 
already in many cases so defective that 
not only the lives of drivers, firemen, and 
conductors, but those of the passengers 
are endangered, As the matter 
present, it seems to be 
the American companies, and not the 
who are responsible for the 
continuance of the strike. President 
Harding proposed that both sides should 
agree to abide by the decision of the Rail- 
way Labour Board on.the various matters 
in dispute, and that in the meanwhile the 
companies should take back the men, with 
their seniority rights unimpaired. The 
companies agreed to the first part of the 
proposal, but refused to concede seniority 
rights. Now the President proposes that 
the question of seniority rights also shall 
be left to the decision of the Railway 
Labour Board; but it is the men’s turn 
to refuse. The strike goes forward and 
threatens, after to-day, to assume propor- 
tions that will bring the whole of the 
transport of the United States to a stand- 
still. 

That the course of true love between 
employers and employed never did, and 
apparently never will, run smooth has 
come to be a commonplace of existence. 
The employer—such are the complexities 
of modern industrial society—flourishes 
by the good-will of the employed and 
is ruined by his refusal to co-operate, 
while the employed subsists through 
the. enterprise of the employer 
starves when his patronage is withdrawn. 
Yet the two jangle all the time, and the 
public at large, which invariably suffers 
vicarious injury in the course of the 
squabble, begins to wonder whether either 
party is quite sane or whether this con- 
tinual bickering, and not the continuance 
of peaceful industry, represents human 
normality. At any rate, the temper 
alike of employer and employed is the 
same throughout the world. In the 
United States the level of education is 
high and the levei of political intelligence 
is higher still. We rightly regard the 
American working-man as superior to 
his English or Irish brother because 
he refuses to make the pace of

The hard-worked disease of “ shell- 
shock ' “will be recognised no longer by 
the medical authorities of the British 
Army. A War Office committee of inquiry 
has recommended that the term shall be 
abolished. It was too vague and it had 
come to imply, in the public mind, “ any 
condition which arose during the war and 
gave rise to the assumption of irresponsi- 
bility of conduct." General Lord Horne 
stated in evidence that he had looked with 
disfavour on any unit in which there was 
much “shell-shock’’; and the committee's 
recommendations are designed to dis- 
tinguish serious cases of mental and 
motal break-down from temporary loss 
of nervous or mental control. It advises 
that in future “only ‘fit’ men, as judged 
by the pre-war standards for the Regular 
Army, shall be enlisted into the Regular 
Army. . For severe cases the report recom- 
mends the simplest forms of psycho- 
therapy, but not psycho-analysis in the 
Freudean sense, Various recommendations 
are made with the object of preventing 
mental or nervous exhaustion under the 
hardships of active service—for instance, 
that “hours of duty in the front line 
in stationary warfare should be short, 
especially in bad sectors."’

School Attendance. 


The Trade Union Congress has done a 
public service by calling attention to the 
lamentable state of school attendance in 
Ireland. Yesterday it passed a resolution 
demanding a strict enforcement of attend- 
ance by pupils at the national schools, as 
well as the provision of better buildings 
and equipment. Mr. Carr, of Limerick, 
who moved the resolution, cited statistics 
of the most depressing kind. The average 
of school attendance in England and Scot- 
land is over 90 per cent.; in Ireland it is 
66 per cent. The daily absentees from 
school in Ireland amount to nearly a 
quarter of a million, and the names of 
some 200,000 children do not appear on 
any school-roll. Mr. Carr added that in 
Limerick the “education '” of 90 per cent. 
of the school children is completed at the 
age of thirteen; and we may assume that 
other cities and towns could tell a similar 
story. So long as these conditions prevail 
the aims of the most liberal grants for 
education and the most elaborate pro- 
grammes must be defeated to a large 
extent. When the Irish Government’s 
hands are free to undertake the reform 
of national education it must deal quickly 
and firmly with the whole problem of 
school attendance.

THE PORT OF TRIESTE. 


——- o-- - 


INTERESTING TRADE 
STATISTICS. 


Reports have appeared lately exaggerating the 
crisis at the port of Trieste. 

Notwithstanding the trade depression, which 
is particularly severe in the Hinterland, the 
tratlic of Trieste during 1921 amountea to 
per cent. of the pre-war movement. Not even 
Hamburg, its most powerful rival, has suc- 
ceeded in recovering the pre-war conditions, and 
whilst lately exports have been less than 50 per 
cent. of the normal export traffic, imports are 
about 70 per cent. 

The total traffic of the port of Trieste in 
1921 amounted to 2,893,085 tons, in comparison 
with 3,106,826 in 1920 and 6,147,274 m 1913. 
The returns of the last year are thus slightly 
lower than those of 1920; but the loss is more 
than compensated by the nature of the traffic, 
which is of a more stable and regular character. 
In fact, whilst the importation of goods for 
State supplies has decreased considerably, «nd 
the traffic of occasional character has almost 
entirely disappeared, there has been an en- 
couraging revival in the sugar trade from 
Cuecho-Slovakia, and the coffee trade, which is 
no longer a State monopoly, is resuming its 
past importance. It is also gratifying to note 
the favourable trend of the traffic with the 
Near East, which from 30,000 tons in 1919 m- 
creased to 90,000 tons in 1920, and jumped m 
1921 to 218,060 tons. The improvement is re- 
markable, and is worthy of note as a proof that 
the war has not destroyed the traditional rela- 
tions between Trieste and the Near East mar- 
kets. 

The recent revival of the traffic with Odessa 
and the Russian poris of the Black sea justifies 
the highest hopes for the future, and it is not 
impossible that, even during the present year, 
the traffic with the Near East may reach the 
pre-war figures. | 

The imports from Great Britain in 1921 
amounted to 191,605 tons, in comparison with 
166,758 tons in 1920. Great Britain occupies the 
second place, her trade with Trieste being 
mainly composed of coal, coils and metals. x 
special feature is the development of the tim- 
ner trade in Trieste, shipments in 1921 having 
totalled 113.036 tons, in comparison with 57,592 
tons in 1920. Although the port of Trieste 
gutters from the depression of the neighbourin 
countries, there are signs of improvements which 
justiry the best hopes for the future. 


OBITUARY. 
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LORD HENEAGE. 


The death of Edward Lord Henecage, at his 
residence, Hainton .Hall. Lincoln, yesterday 
evening, removes a prominent figure from the 
publie life of Lincolnshire. Lord Heneage, who 
was the eldest son of George Fiesche Heneage, 
and the first Baron, was born in 1840, and edu- 
cated at Eton. He entgred the Ist Life Guards 
in 1857, and remained with them until 1863, 
succeeding to the family estates in 1864. He 
represented Lincoln in the House of Commons 
from 1866 until 1868, and Grimbsy from 1880 
until 1895. He was Vice-Chairman of Lindsev 
Quarter Sessions, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, and in 1886 he retired from the 
office of Vice-President of the Committee of 
Agriculture and joined the: Liberal Unionist 
Party. He was Chairman of the Liberal 
Unionist Council from 1893 until 1898. 

Lord Heneace was Vice-Chairman of the 
Agricultural Chamber in 1870, and Chairman in 
1871. Tle was also President of the Fishermen's 
Provident Asscciation (Grimsby Branch), a 
member of the Central Council, and Chairman 
of the South Wold Hunt Club until 1904. Not 
only in the hunting. field was ‘ord Henesge 
favourably known, ‘but also in agricultural and 
fishing industries, m which, and in social and 
charitable work, he took a great interest. He 
was trustee for the Lincolnshire Agricultural 
Society and Mablethorre Convalescent Home. 

Being in possession of about 10,800 acres, Lord 
Heneage had racehorses and steenlechasers, and 
at one time owned “Freeman” He was a 
Privy Councillor, a Justice of the Peace, and a 
Deputy Lieutenant, and was High Steward of 
Grimsby. He is succeeded by his son, the Hon. 
George E. Heneage.

CHURCH NOTES. 


The Bishop of Chelmsford, writing im con- 
demnation of Sunday games, says:—*‘ The 
motor, the bicycle, the various recreation clubs, 
the cinema, together with the medern extension 
of women’s work in the commercial world, have 
tended to: destroy family life as understood 
thirty or forty years ago. Sunday is the only 
day when anything like family union im the 
home is possible. We who opp the utter 
secularisation of Sundays are called * Kill-joys.’ 
But the designation is more applicable to our 
opponents. History tells us of a Rome and a 
Greece so surfeited with pleasure that all real 
joy in life was destroyed. We stand for those 
great moral and spiritual principles without 
which neither a nation nor an Individual can 
grasp the real joy of life and possess it more 
and more abundantly.” 

The Bishop of Croydon is strongly of opinion 
that things were never more difficult for the 
clergy than at present. Radical changes were 
inevitable at no distant date unless the financial 
situation should improve. They might have to 
unite other callings with that of the ministry, 
by which the clergy would have to give a large 
part of their time to earning their daily bread 
in secular occupations. Another possibility was 
a return to a cehbate clergy and communal! life. 
Such things could be averted only by a larger 
financial provision for the clergy being forth- 
coming.

AN IMPERIAL AIR SERVICE. 


The question of an Imperial Air Mail 
Service is brought into prominence again 
by the issue to-day of the report of the 
Civil Aviation Board, which was asked by 
the Air Ministry to consider the subject. 
No reference is made in the report to an 
airship service as distinct from an aero- 
plane service. Briefly, the Board recom- 
mend the stitution of an inquiry as to 
the most’. itable type, or types, of air- 
craft an! engines for a service to India, 
and the most economic length of the 
stages, but add that the inquiry should 
not interfere with the establishment of an 
Air Mail Service to India. They recom- 
mend also that the route from Bagdad to 
Karachi should be prepared for opera- 
tion by civil machines, and that tenders 
should be invited for a daily and weekly 
service from dad to Karachi and Cai- 
cutta, with a branch line to Bombay. 
Tenders should also be invited for a daily 
and weekly service from Cairo to Bagdad. 
It is considered that the company whose 
tender is accepted should receive financial 
assistance from the Government for three 
or five years, and that the Indian 
Government should be asked to contribnte 
towards the cost, and also the Colonial 
Office, in view of the advantages of the 
service to Iraq. At a later stage services 
to Constantinople should be established.

Mail Service has been brought much 
nearer by this report, though a good deal 
of statistical matter is furnished which 
will be of assistance in further considera- 
tion of the subject. 

It is estimated that orders for some- 
thing hke a million and a half tons of 
Welsh coal have been booked for ship- 
ment abroad during the months of August 
and September.

AT THE GATES OF CLONMEL, 
IRREGULARS FLEE TOWARDS 
CORK. 


It is reported in Tipperary that the national 
troops have invested Clonmel on three sides, 
with their principal encampment on Powers- 
town and the Park Racecourse, within half a 
mile of the town on the north-cast side. 

It is stated that up to two o'clock in the 
afternoon yesterday no shot had been fired, 
and there appears to be good authority for 
saying that the irregulars who garrisoned Clon- 
mel and Cahir effected a hasty retreat during 
the afternoon. 

Long processions of motor vehicles, with 
Susan. ill. aboard, were observed to proceed 
from the direction of Cahir and Clonmel by 
a route skirting the north base on the Galtee 
Mountains, as if they were making for some 
pre-arranged point in the County Cork. 

It is also reported that the irregulars, before 
leaving Clonmel, had mined the bridges span- 
ning the River Suit, which connect the Water- 
ford and Tipperary portions of the town. One 
of these, which is known as the Convent Bridge, 
is a fine modern structure. The other, known 
as the Old Bridge, is that by which a former 
defender of Clonmel retreated with his forces 
across the river, thus outwitting Cromwell. 

Last night the destruction was completed of 
the substantia] stone structure spanning the 
River Aherlow, midway between Bansha and 
Cahir, which had been damaged to some ex- 
tent by mine explosions a few nights ago. dts 
destruction renders impossible all communica- 
tion by the main road between Tipperary and 
Clonmel. It is reported that no fewer than 32 
explosive charges were employed in the de- 
molition of the bridge. 

Trees have been felled across all bye-roacis 
east of Tipperary, so that the town is now 
almost isolated on that side. There were bursts 
of rifle fire in Tipperary on Wednesday night. 
It is stated that bre was opened by national 
troops on parties who refused to halt.

This is stated to be the case in Clonme)] and 
other centres in Southern Munster. Their 
forces are thus coming into the open and pre- 
paring to adopt guerilla tactics in the moun- 
tains and hilly districts in Cork and Kerry. 

Some roving bands are apparently trying to 

netrate the national line, which is growing 
onger every day in the process of concentrating 
upon positions already won, Some skirmishes have 
taken place, with the result that numerous 
prisoners are being taken by the troops. 

There is increased activity everywhere. The 
troops are pushing steadily southwards and 
getting in contact with the forces which have 
landed at various points on the southern and 
south-western coasts. The net is thus being 
gradually tightened around the irregulars, who 
are stated to be in greatest numbers between 
the Blackwater and the Lee. - 

Their powers of resistance, though impaired, 
are by no means shattered, and there is yet 
a heavy task awaiting the national troops. 

The next few days will probably see im-

SHOT WHILE ON DUTY. 


cin inquest was held at Jervis Street Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday, by the Deputy Coroner (Dr. 
Mauglian), concernins the death of Edward 
Coughlan (23), a corporal in the national Army. 
who died as a result of wounds received on the 
25rd July while on duty at Amiens street Rail- 
way Station

Private Coyle stated that on the night of 
the 23rd he was at Amiens street Station with 
Corporal Coughlan, on the platform leading 
from the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway to 
the Great Northern Railway.

He 
was taken to hospital immediately. Neither 
Coughlan nor witness had a rifle.

Dr. Murphy, House Surgeon, stated that 
Coughlen’s ler had to be amputated. Death 
was due to syncope, following the injuries. 

Mr. Noyk expressed sympathy with Cough- 
lan relatives; and said that it would be a 
consolation to them to know that he died in 
the discharge of his duty. 

The jury found that Coughlan died from 
bullet wounds, the shots being fired by some 
persons unknown, and that he died in the 
execution of his duty.

BRITISH, FRENCH, AND 
ITALIAN GUARDS. 


A Constantinople telegram states that 
everything is quiet on the Chataldja line 
(the frontier of the occupied territory), but 
that there has been a movement of Greek 


zone. 

The Allies are continuing to reinforce 
their position, and, according to competent 
authcrities, the forces concentrated on the 
€hataldja line are capable of repulsing any 
attack which may be made by the Greek 
Army in Thrace, while further French and 


Italian contingents are expected. 

A journalist who visited the Chataldja positions 
on Tuesday repor@s to The Times at Constanti- 
nople that all is now absolutely quiet, the only 
casualty during the last three days being a 
hapless sheepdog which was run over by an 
Allied motor car. 

The headquarters of the British are in Chin- 
lingar, and of the French at Hademkeuy. The 
country folk, Greek and Turk alike, are peace- 
fully engaged in threshing, and the local British 
have disappeared. 

It is expected that the Porte will ask the 
Allies for permission to increase its troops in 
the ee R to two infantry divisions. ile 
there is much to be said for a se 
sion to the legitimate Government in Constanti- 
nople to raise such a force, the financial diffi- 
culties in its way are very considerable.

MAN ARRESTED AT ARMAGH. 


At Armagh yesterday a young man named 
Robert Kilkenny, 18 Chillingham road, New- 
castleon-Tyne, was charged with having in his 
possession certain documents, contrary to the 
Civil Authorities Act, Northern Ireland. An 
officer of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, im ask- 
ing for a remand pending instructions from the 
Attorney-General, informed his worship that the 
documents were in Irish. 

Addressing his worship, the defendant said 
that he would like to know why he, as an 
English citizen, should be arrested while going 
from one town in the Free State to another. 
He had no.mtention whatever of going through 
the six counties. He was proceeding from 
Dundalk to Monaghan, and was told that he 
could either change at Portadown or Goragh- 
wood and Armagh. He had also been toid that 
the Clones lines were suspended or “held up,” 
and he claimed the right, as a British citizen, to 
he allowed to proceed, as nothing incriminating 
was found upon him. ' 

The Magistrate—You were arrested by the 
police at Armagh, which is in the six counties. 

Defendant—I was not arrested. 1 understand 
there is a formula in use under the British 
Crown. 

The magistrate, addressing the accused, said 
that he had been arrested in Armagh and cer- 
tain documents werggfound in his possession. 
Armagh was in the six counties, and the police, 
in the exercise of their duty, searched all the 
people arriving at the railway station on the 
date in question. The police proposed to in- 
vestigate the documents, but they were not able 
to see at the moment what their bearing was. 
on the prosecution. In all the circumstances 
he could do nothing in the matter. He had no 
power to remand, and ali he could do was to 
refuse the application, and the authorities could 
deal with defendant otherwise. 


A RULLET SOUVENIR. 


At Armagh yesterday, before Mr. W. Gore 
Moriarty, K.M., a young woman named Kose 
Montague, stated to belong to Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, was ebarged under the Firearms Act with 
having in her possession one round of ammunl- 
tion. An officer of the Royal Ulster Constabu- 
lary stated that when arrested the defendant 
said that she had got the bullet in Dundalk as a 
souvenir and was taking it to England. 

It appeared from the evidence that defen- 
dant Mas friends in Armagh, and when asked 
if she could give bail, she said that she had no 
opportunity of getting sureties. She did not 
think that one little bullet would do much 
harm.

FAILED TO HALT. 
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INQUEST ON AN IRREGULAR. 


Death from heart failure was the jury's ver- 
dict at an inquest in Leix County Infirmary 
yesterday on the body of Patrick Phelan, aged 
18, labourer, who was found dead when nationa! 
troops captured a small party of irregulars at 
Brittas, Clonaslee, on Wednesday. Phelan had 
joined the irregulars three weeks previously. 

Lieutenant oran, Portlaocighise Barracks, 
said that a party of four irregulars, not haltin 
when ordered,* the troops fired. He foun 
Phelan apparently dead, along with a wounded 
man, ak another man, who was taken pri- 
soner. Phelan had a rifle, bandolier of ammuni- 
tion and two bombs on him. Surgeon Lieu- 
tenant-Commandant Doran said that Phelan 
was dead when he saw. him at Brittas. On 
examining the body in the County Infirmary 
he found only a small punctured wound on the 
back of the right thigh, which could not have 
caused death. Witness believed that Phelan 
died from heart failure.

WRECK OF THE RALEIGH. 


11 MEN REPORTED MISSING. 


ST. JOHN’S, NEWFOUNDLAND, Thursday. 

The crew of His Majesty's ‘cruiser, Raleigh, 
which went aground off Point Amour, have 
landed on an uninhabited part of the coast. 
They are being taken to Halifax, Nova Scotia.

PUBLIC ATTITUDE.

“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


Notwithstanding some signs of improvement, 
the deadlock in Downing street continues. The 
Belgian delegates are seeking, with praiseworthy 
pertinacity, a basis of agreément. Though the 
French Prime Minister is understood to have 
considerable discretionary power, which he may, 
or may not, use, and though the British Cabinet 
had yesterday a chance, which they apparently 
did not use, of lifting the whole question to a 
higher level, there is nothing yet to show that 
a few days hence the Allied statesmen may not 
have drifted from deadlock into a flimsy com- 
promise, if not into positive disagreement, 
through sheer failure to take big views. 

If pec think that the peoples they represent 
are really interested in the details of their pro- 

ls and counter-proposais, they are sorely 
mistaken. The Allied peoples are interested in 
peace, security, and a return to normal inter- 
ational relationships in trade and _ politits. 
They are sensible enough to know that this 
return will not be accelerated by disputes be- 
tween their Government#, and they are more 
than a little weary of the methods by which 
their vital interests have hitherto been mis- 
managed at Allied Conferences. Should this 
mismanagement now culminate in a rupture, 
the men and the Goyernments responsible for 
it might get a rude awakening. 

Were the Downing street meeting to end in 
a rupture between England and France, we 
imagine that publie feeling in this country would 
not be dominated wholly by anger against the 
French Prime Minister. There would be a 
strong desire to know why the rupture had 
come about and whether it was really unavoid- 
‘able. And presently the public’s attitude at the 
polis might be such as to remind Ministers that 
it is not always prudent to count upon their 
shortsightedness. British taxpayers are, indeed, 
not very different from the British nation, which 
has seldom failed to visit its displeasure upon 
those who fail to safeguard their and its highest 
interests. 


A WIRELESS OPPORTUNITY. 
FRENCH STATION’S DEMONSTRA- 
TION. 


The Times Paris Corespondent telegraphed 
yesterday :—The seizure of the Transatlantic 
cables by the irregulars in Ireland has had tits 
repercussion on cable communications between 
France and America. In consequence of the 
heavy strain on the two direct cables from the 
French coast, the restrictions announced by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company on the use 
of the Penzance cables for messages at deferred 
or cheap rates are also being applied in France. 

Fortunately, the great wireless station at 
Saint Assise, near Mélun, which opened up 
cirect wireless communication with New York on 
Sunday, is now in full working order, and has 
had an unlooked for opportunity of demonstrat- 
ing its capacity for transmitting a million words 
a day.

STRINGENT INSPECTION URGED.

ALLIES’, DIFFERENCFE. 

The French Gabinet yesterday informed M. 
Poinearé that they support him unanimously in 
his attitude at the London Conference. As the 
British Cabinet appears to be equally unanimous 
m refusing to take part in any action against 
Germany, there is (remarks the Daily Mail 
editorially) a sharp disagreoment between the 
Allies for the moment. The question for the 
people of this country, who are determined to 
stand by France, is how best to remoye that 
disagreement. It would, surely, be much better, 
instead dividing the Allies, and rendering 
them unable to show a united front to Ger- 
many, to take stock of France’s and Belgium's 
difficulties, and to give them the definite assur- 
ances which they need for their safety. If th's 
were done, the confused discussions as to how 
the muddle of the Peace Treaty is to be put 
right, and how the internal affairs of Germany 
are to be controlled, wquid very largely tall to 
the ground, and such questions as remain 
could be considered under saner conditions. 

The Conference has not yet broken up, and 
vesterday evening, says the Morning Post, 
there was a slightly more optimistic fecling m 
the air. It is quite evident, indeed, that 
neither the British Government nor the French 
Government is anxious to take upon itself the 
responsibility for advertising to the world a 
rupture which would end the Antente and drive 
Europe to despa, Tho position .at the 
moment is that the French proposals 
have not fer the time being found favour. 

But the essential point to remember is that 
those proposals of M, Poincare are not in the 
nature of an ultimatum to be accepted or re- 
jected, but are simply subject matter for dis- 
cussion. If Mr. Lioyd George finds them un- 
acceptable as the conditions for a moratorium 
for Germany, then it is up to Mr. Lloyd George 
io put forward others. The British Govern- 
ment cannot remain content with a _ purely 
negative attitude. It must put something for- 
ward more substantial than. the London agree- 
ment, @hich has already been seriously cur- 
tailed, It cannot treat the settlemont of Ver- 
sailles as a scrap of paper. 

The Daily Express says :— 1 would be foolish 
to minimise the seriousness of the crisis. But 
the urgent efforts at mediation by M. Theunis 
yesterday and the unanimous support accorded 
to Mr. Lloyd George at the meeting of the 
Cabinet can hardly be lost on M. Poincaré. He 
cannot fail to realise the solidarity of Allied 
opinion. Even if no agreement is reached, 
this knowledge must at least have. weight in 
inducing him. to agrée to a postponement till 
the autumn rather than force a rupture which 
threatens European chaos.

It is not 
likely that Germany, which exported more than 
6,000,000 tons in a year before the war. could 
now export more than 3,500,000 tons. France, 
now that she has the Lorraine minés and works, 
might possibly et a stretch export 2,000,000 tons 
A year. It will be some time before little 
Belgium can reach 1,000,000 tons of exports in 
a year. 

But to meet foreign competition, and to take, 
when a big buying movement develops, that 
share of export trade which our resources, facili- 
ties, and needs entitle us to, we must have 
cheap fuel. This is the bottom question. 
Spread over the last three years of abnormal! 
rices, the average pit-head cost of coal in the 
jnited States has only been 3 dollars a ton. 
This, indeed, is the quotation to-day for run-of- 
the-mine coal in Pennsvivania—before the strike 
ia settled. British imdustrial coal is nearly twice 
that price. It is roughly true to say that we 
can successfully compete when our coal is 100 
per cent. dearer than American coal, because 
weehave our mines—ore and coal mines—iron 
works and shipping ports all very close together, 
whereas vast distances separate the ore from 
the fuel, and the works from seaboard. in 
America. 
Our average British haul for raw materials to 
works and for finished ducta to ports is 
under 30 miles: In the United States the ore 
nas to be carried 1,000 miles to the coal. and 
the steel, if for export, must be carried nearly 
900 miles to seaboard. Nevertheless, the Anveri- 
cans have such low ton-mile rates, they have 
such cheap fuel, and they have such a larce iron 
and steel output per man, that they cah beat 
ua if and when our fuel becomes anything more 
than 100 per cent. dearer than theirs. In the 
first quarter of 1921 our pit-head cost was 40s. 
per ton, of which 30s. was for labour alone. 
At the same time American coal was only 12s. a 
ton at the pit-head, of which only 7s, 3d. was 
for labour, owing to the difference in output per 
man. It was the éxcessive cost of our coal that 
shumped our export trade and laid so many of 
our furnaces and ships idle. We are gradually 
winning back our trade, on low prices. We can 
only increase the cost of our coal at the cost of 
our trade.
